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A SODA FIELD. 


The influence of the Carson and 
Colorado railroad is being felt in 
more directions than one. It is 
now the great factor in developing 
the various resources south of us. 
Gue of the dircet benefits, otber 
than to aid in developing a region 
rich in gold, silver and copper, jt 
brings the vast yield of borax and 
soda, which is abundant along its 
line, within the reach of a good 
market. It was not many years 
ago that the people of America 
were wholly dependent on foreign 
countries for these commodities, 
which were produced at great ex- 
pense.

It proves, too, that those 
who were chosen by the Brother- 
hood to act as the leaders of a move 
against capital were too dishonest, 
and incompetent to conduct an army 
of aggrieved laborers to victory. 
They have shown, hy their manage- 
ment, that organization was lacking, 
and that their failure was as much 
\due to lack of brains on the part of 
the management as to any other 
cause. They were out-generaled 
all the way through, and have 
been obliged to suffer the humilia- 
tion of defeat.

“I am thoroughly a 
free trader, he said, I believe in it 
absolutely, but I dont want to thrust 
my opinion on the American public, 
Everything made in America is ad- 
mitted free of duty into my colony 
and New South Wales. When I say 
everything, I mean manufactured 
goods; the exception being a duty on 
tobacco and spirits, which is imposed 
by Australia to secure revenue only; 
we don’t impose any tariff for protec- 
tion purposes. Whateyer tax we levy 
on America we levy on England. 
Does the American tariff on wool act 
as a prohibitory tariff to your people? 
No, because Australian wool is im- 
ported. There are a few manufac- 
turers in San Francisco who turn out 
woolen goods equal to any in the 
world, and some of their blankets are 
the best I ever saw. In manufactured 
goods they are obliged to mix some 
Australian wool with American wool, 
Why? Because they could not produce 
such goods without Australian wool, it 
being finer than any wool grown in 
America. ¢

A @©ontinuous Herd From Little 
Humbeldt te the Platte River. 


J. P. Holliday, who left Crutcher’s }. 


ranch, in, Paradise valley, on the 
22d of May last, with a band of 
horses for North Platte City, Neb., 
writes the Silver State from Lara- 
mie, under the date of August 15th, 


as follows: “I am now camped 
under the shady cottonwoods on the 
Platte river, surrounded by 600 
horses, which are feasting on the 
rich grasses. Twenty years ago I 
was cam in the same spoton my 
way to Nevada, but things have 
changed in that time. The cow- 
boys have taken the place of In- 
dians, and cattle that of buffaloes. 
There is one continuous herd of cat- 
tle from the Little Humboldt to the 
Platte river. Feed is very fine 
along the road, * in Idaho 
which is the best grass country I 
have seen, and cattle are generally 
in good condition. Droves of cattle 
are coming every day from Texas 
and the Atlantic States, and ranges 
on the Sweetwater in Wyoming 


are stocked with them. There are 


very few horses in thiscountry, and 
saddle horses, and, in fact, horses of 
may kind are in demand. There is 
a heavy emigration through here 
from Kansas to Wasbington Terri- 
tory, reminding one of the days of 
’63. Our horses are in floe condi- 
tion, and we have had very good 
luck. I will be through by the first 
of September, and will then return 
to Winnemucca.’’ 


AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY 
An 


Ancient Smelting Furnace 
Discovered in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

One by one the scenes of the old 
Franciscian Fathers are brought to 
light, as excavations are made near 
the old Mission, says the Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal., Press. A singular dis- 
covery was made near the city of 
San Luis ry a few days since. 
The Tribune is authority for the 
statement that some workmen, in 
making excavations in the side of 
the San Luis Obispo mountain, 
discovered an ancient smelting fur- 
nace, the remains of the arches and 
smelting pots being quite abundant. 
The discovery, when taken in con- 
nection with the tradition that the 
old Missions of the coast had an 
abundance of crude silver, is quite 
significant. The remains of such a 
furnace are Known to exist in the 
mountains back of Santa Barbara 
and Ventura, and piles of slag at- 
test the amount of work done there 
in former times.
